The Secretary (Mr. A. M. Rickards, 
F.C.LS.) accordingly read the certificate of 
Lord Plender (of Messrs. Deloitte, Plender, 
Griffiths and Co., chartered accountants) 


appended to the accounts. 


The Chairman continued, before I deal 
with the atcounts I should like to inform you 
that Mr. H. R. Gough has been elected a 
deputy chairman of your company since I last 
addressed you. Mr. Gough has been in the 
employment of the company since 1905, and 


has been a director since 1926. 


As you are aware it is wsual at our annual 
meeting to go through the various items of 
the balance sheet and make some comments 


thereon. 
THE BALANCE SHEET. 


‘aking the assets side of the balance sheet 
first you will observe that the item of real 
estate and buildings at cost, less provision 
for amortisation of leaseho!ds, £852,193, shows 
a decrease of £60,428 as compared with last 
year, mainly due to the transfer of one of the 
company’s factories abroad to a subsidiary 
company. Plant, machinery, furniture and 
fittings at cost or under £607,945, shows a 
decrease of £161,255. This decrease is also 
due to the trausfer of the machinery installed 
in the factory just referred to and to writing 


off of certain obsolete machinery. 


Goodwill, trade marks and patents remain 


at the same figure as last year—viz., £200,000, 


and in view of the great value of the com- 
pany’s trade marks the directors remain of 
the opinion that this item should appear on 
the balance sheet, even if only at the nominal 


value of £200,000. 


Investments at cost or under in shares In 
subsidiary companies £19,433,869, shows an

The combined loans and current accounts with 
subsidiary and other associated companies

FINANCING TOBACCO PURCHASES. 

These increases are partly due to ordinary 
business requirements of your company, and 
to the fact that we have made advances to 
a subsidiary company for the purchase of leaf 
tobacco, and also to the fact that we have to 
advance money for the purchase of leaf and 
supplies to companies operating in countries 
where the exchange restrictions prevent the 
company from remitting sterling. Stocks of 
leaf. manufactured goods and materials’ at 
cost or under now stand at £4,797,406, a de- 
crease of £1,941,881. This is mainly ac- 
counted for by some of our subsidiary com- 
panies now carrying their own leaf, which 
formerly was carried by your company, and 
partly accounted for by the low cost of leaf 
in 1931. | 

Sundry debtors, less provision for doubtful 


debts and short loan deposits (£631,650) 


stand at £2,094.742, which shows a decrease. 


of £438,247. Cash at bankers in transit and 
at call, £8,634,118, as compared with 
£5,886,298 under this heading last year, 
Shows an increase of £2,747,820. Of this 
increase, £1,460,000 is accounted for by the 
realisation of Treasury bills for that amount, 
which appeared in last year’s balance sheet.

The only other item I need refer to is the 
note with regard to a contingent liability of 
£750,479. Of this amount I do not think 
more than £30,000 will ever be called up. 
One of the companies in respect of which 
there is a contingent liability is Tobacco 
insurance Co., Ltd. That company’s financial 
year ended on the 3lst December, and I am 
glad to be able to tell you that the company 
has again had a very satisfactory year; and 
I need hardly remind you that in the event 
of any of you having insurance to place 
(other than life insurance) Tobacco Insurance 
Company will be very glad to be given an 
opportunity to quote for such business. When 
I had the pleasure of addressing you last year 
I told you that from a world-tobacco manu- 
facturing int of view I did not remember 
a more difficult year than the one then under 
review, but the company’s financial year now 
under review has been, 1f anything, still more 
difficult. From the company’s business point 
of view we have been adapting, and are still 
adapting, ourselves to the exigencies of the 
rect crisis. 

THE VAGARIES OF TAXATION. 
_ One of our greatest difficulties is that whilst 
we may to a certain extent be able to foresee 
the course of trade it is quite impossible for 
us to foresee what the Governments of the 
various countries in which your company 
operates will do in the way of general taxa- 
tion or in special tobacco taxation, although 
by this time one would have thought that 
the Governments of all countries must have 
realised that any additional taxation of 
tobacco must mean a reduction in consump- 
tion and a consequential decrease in revenue. 
Another difficulty we have to face is that it 
is impossible to foresee what restrictions 
foreign Governments may impose in the way 
of transferring money from those countries 
to England. As you know, many countries 
have imposed exchange restrictions, which 
means that when a company operating in 
those countries declares a dividend we are 
unable to bring the money to this 
country, and we have no$ brought 
such :dividends into our _balance-sheet. 
Last vear I told you that, in my opinion, 
it was of vital importance not only to you 
as stockholders in this company, put also 
to the world in general, that steps should 
be taken to stabilise the price of silver. 
The various Governments of the world now 
seem to think that there may be some sound 
sense in this argument, but they have not 
yet translated their thoughts into deeds, and 
one can only hope that they may shortly 
take their courage in their hands and do 
something. (Hear, hear.) 
THE MONETARY BREAKDOWN. 

Surely the numerous exchange restrictions 
which are stifling international trade every- 
where are ample proof that the monetary 
system of the world has broken down, and 
this breakdown is one of the principal causes 
of the world depression. The meeting of 
the World Economic Conference is an urgent 
need, and its first object should be to 


| endeavour to evolve a monetary system 


which would meet present-day needs, restore 
the price of commodities, free us from 
exchange restrictions, and restore trade with 


Í the vast silver-using markets of the world, 


(Hear, hear.) 
I wish I felt more optimistic of the world 
prospects for the coming year. However, 


as far as your company's business is con- 
cerned, I see no reason to expect that we 
shall not do as well in the coming year as 
we did last year, and if the miracle which 
our Government and all other Governments 
seem to look for does happen, you will see 
from the balance sheet that we are amply 
supplied with cash to enable us to take 
advantage of any opportunity which may 
arise for further developing your business. 
WORLD-WIDE ACTIVITIES OF 
DIRECTORS. 

It may possibly interest you to know that, 
following the practice of your directors 
personally visiting countries m which your 
company is interested (which practice has 
been in force since the inception of the. 
company), the following countries have been 
visited during the last vear by one or more 
of your directors:—West Africa, South 
Africa, Egvpt, Palestine, India, Straits 
S-ttlements, Malav, dava, Siam, Australia, 


New Zealand. Canada, United States of 
America, Mexico, Panama, Brazil, Argentine, 
and other South American countries. Two 


of vour directors have been in the United 
States of America continuously for the whole 
year, and one of your directors has been in 
China continuously for the whole year. In 
addition, many visits have been paid to 
those countries on the Continent where our 
subsidiary companies have factories. You 
will thus see that vour Board are doing all 
that is possible to keep in the closest touch 
with local conditions and local competition,

If it were decided to use the water of the 
Lough Dan catchment, it would be necessary 
to take it by means of an aqueduct four 
miles Jong, partly turnel and partly cut and 
cover conduit. An additional pipe-line from 
the termination of the original tunnel at 
Callow Hill to the north-west confines 
or the city wontld also be necessary. 
The total cost of these schemes would 
probably be £573,000, and for this

In any undertaking which might 
be approved by the Government. provisior 
Should be made for taking such quantities of 
water as could be proved to be required for 
domestic use by the public. Jt was conclu- 
sively proved before the State Commission in 
1925 that an ample supply of water would be 
available for the purposes indicated. 
According to the figures of Sir John Griffith 
aml Mr. L. J. Kettle, the cost of the con- 
struction of the dam, road diversion over the 
Bite of the Poulaphuca Reservoir, acquisition 
and fencing of lands, would amount to ap- 
proximately £300,000. If this were purely 
a water supply undertaking the enormous 
quantity of water impounded—31,250 million 
gallons-—would be made available at the ex- 
tremely low figure of £10 per million gallor- 
impounded, This low estimate of the cust 
of the Poulaphuca scheme is due to the fact 
that. owing to the configuration of the land. 
a short dam 213 feet measured along the 
crest, floods an area of 4,900 acres, whereas 
at Roundwood the original or south reservoir. 
with an area of 400 acres, required a dam of 
1,640 feet in length. 

LIFFEY SUPPLY.

He 
(Mr. McCarthy) was fairly familiar with 
water supply problems in and about Dublin, 
and he thought that the scheme put for- 
ward by Mr. Moynihan was an excellent one,

Professor Purcell, seconding, said that the 
time was long overdue when the water supply 
to Dublin and surrounding areas should be 
considered in a broad and general way. He 
thought that the carrying out of the Shannon 
Scheme made the Liffey scheme a better and 
more economic scheme than it was before, 
and there was an added reason why the 
scheme should be gone on with. One thing 
about the Liffey scheme made it unique, 
and that was that of all the valleys in this 
country the Liffey valley is the one that 
lends itself to economic development. It 
had in that respect all the virtues that any- 
one could desire. 

The Lord Mayor joined in the vote of 
thanks to Mr. Moynihan, to whom he paid 
a high tribute for his efficient work. He 
pointed out to the extension of the city, and 
said that the City of Dublin should not be 
forced to bear further taxation in respect of 
water, etc., but that whatever Government 
came into power should assist—it was 
a national matter.

The project must receive exhaustive 
consideration, and the question of associating 
with ita water works scheme such as laid down 
in Mr. Moynihan’s paper. It would be neces. 
sary also to examine all alternatives. As to 
the Poulaphouca scheme, special consideration 
would have te be given to the relation be- 
tween the Hydro-electric authorities, the 
Dublin County Council and the Corporation, 
and the respective duties of the three bodies 
defined in the event of any of them bringin 
the Poulaphouca scheme within cá EL 
politics. He had no authority to commit the 
Jublin Corporation to the suggested projects 
or to any alternative scheme, more par- 
ticularly at the present time, when they 
might expect a heavy increase in the city 
rates for the forthcoming financial year. 


ACTIVE ‘HELP. 


Mr. J. J. Shiel, Chairman, Dublin County 
Council, said that he belioved he was 
justified in saying that Mr. Moynihan and 
the Corporation could rely on the active co- 
operation of the county authorities in the

drama. Apart from this succession of compli- 
cations, there seems to be little else m the 
play, but as a “slice of Jife” it is a good 
piece of work, 

The casting was excellent, and each 
character was well suited to his part. Jack 
Dwan gave a fine performance as Wilhelm 
Schindler, with just the right mixture ot 
crustiness and humour, and T, Purefoy has 
seldom acted better than in the part of 
Joseph. Shelah Richards was a little out of 
her usual line, but she gave us an interpre 
tation of the Polish peasant girl which was 
full of life, and even the necessity of speakiny 
in broken English seemed to be no handicap 
to her. 

This is more than could be said for W. 
O'Gorman, who, though very good, struggled 
unsuccessfully with an American 
Beatrice Hurwitz gave a better performance 
than we have seen since she appeared in the 
Tailteann competitions, and the other actors 
(Madame Hackett, Hester Plunket and Tom 
Dennison) deserve a word of praise also.

BISHOP RUSSELL WAKEFIELD. 
Bishop Russell Wakefield, formerly Bishop 


of Birmingham, and previously Dean of 
Norwich, died yesterday at his home in 
Hove, Dr. Wakefield, who was 78, made 
his last public appearance on New Year's 
Day, when he preached at Christ Church, 
Brighton. His family was at his bedside 
when he died, 

He was Bishop of Birmingham from 1911 
to 1924. Previously he was for two years 
Dean of Norwich. After his retirement he 
did valuable work in a number of directions. 
He was President of the Christian Counter- 
Communist Crusade, President of the 
National Council of Public Morals, President 
of the Free and Open Church Society, Vice- 
President of the British Workers’ League, 
and Chairman of the Central Committee on 
the Unemployed 

Dr. Wakefield was born at Mansfield, 
Notts, in 1854, the only son of Mr. F. Wake. 
field, of Broomfield, County Wicklow. In 
1878 he married Miss Frances Dallaway, who 
died in 1919. After a varied education at 
Tonbridge, the Lycee Bonaparte, Paris; 
Bonn, and Cuddesdon, the future bishop was 
ordained to a curacy at St. Peter’s, Vauxhall, 
in 1877. From 1878 to 1881 he held a curacy 
at Barnes, and later he became vicar suc- 
cessively of All Saints’ Church, Swanscombe. 
of Lower Sydenham, and of Sandgate. 
During the fifteen vears (1894-1909) that he 
was rector of St. Mary’s, Bryanston square, 
Dr. Wakefield became well known, not only 
in connection with the work of the church, 
but in public life. Among other activities, 
he was a member of the London School 
Board from 1897 to 1900. He started a 
social club to bring young people together 
in a pleasant atmosphere, One of his redsons 
for starting the club, he said, was because 
he was so disgusted with ‘ kerbstone 
courting,”’ 


MR. L. GOODBODY, SOLICITOR. 


Mr. Lewis Goodbody, solicitor, Tullamore, 
a member of the firm of Messrs. A. and L. 
Goodbodyv, solicitors, has died at his resi- 
dence, Clara, at the age of sixty-six. 

He was admitted a solicitor in 1891. <A 
son of the late Mr. Louis F. Goodbody, 
Clara, he was connected with a family which 
established large and thriving industries in 
the Midlands. 

He enjoyed an extensive legal practice in 
Offaly and the neighbouring counties. He 
leaves a widow and son, Mr... J. C. (Good. 
body, who is-in India, and two daughters, 
Mrs. Dodd, Dublin, and Mrs. Williamson 
Canterbury. ' 


EX-SUPERINTENDENT J. J. 
PURCELL,

RETURNED AFTER 
EVICTION. 
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CORK FARMER SENTENCED.

““We are living in peculiar times. The 
sword of Damocles is hanging by a thread 
over every farmer in Ireland, and God only 
knows whose turn it will be next to be 
thrown out. of his farm and then prosecuted 
as a common criminal.”’ 

This statement was made at Cork Circuit 
Court to-day by Mr. F. McCarthy Morrogh, 
who was defending Michael Hurley, farmer, 
Watergrasshill, on the charge of forcibly 
entering and taking possession of a farm 
from which he had been evicted under decree 
for ejectment at the suit of the Trish Land 
Commission in “April. last. 

Judge Kenny remarked that the accused 
man had not paid rent for four years. Hurley 
was found guilty, with, a recommendation to 
mercy, and was sentenced to three months’ 
imprisonment, and also fined £50, amercement 
money.

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Ly. T. HENNESSY writes :—‘‘ If menda-

alternative markets in other countries. Not- 


withstanding the recent delusion in regard to 


the farmers retaining the land annuities and 
the alternative markets, Fianna Fail again 
comes along and promises, without the least 
scruple, that they will reduce the land 
annuities by half, but they are not so voluble 
in regard to the removal of the tariffs and 
provision of alternative markets. 

“I will give a few actual illustrations 
showing how far the handing over of half the 
land annuities to the farmers will compensate 
them for the tariffs imposed to recover the 
land annuities and the loss of the British 
market. Here ate the facts of a small farmer 
whom I know, and I will refer to him by his 
initials, ‘P. M.’ One year, with another, 
‘P.M.’ has for sale three very good, well- 
fed calves about nine months old. The 


normal, or untariffed price, of the three calves | 


is, at the present time, £6 each, or £18 for 
the three. The tariff on these three calves 
is £7 4s. Od., which, when deducted from the 
normal total price of £18, leaves ‘P. M.’ 
with £10 163. Od. ‘P.»M.’s’, annuity 1s 
£3 2s. 6d., so that when he deducts half the 
land annuity, now promiséd by Fianna Fail, 
he will receive £1 lls, 3d. in compensation 
for his loss of £7 4s. Od. paid in tariffs on 
his three calves. In addition to his loss on 
the three calves, ‘P. M.’ estimates he will 
lose in tariffs on his poultry, eggs, pigs; 
butter, etc., about £10, so that for the £17 
odd he will lose on his agricultural products, 
Fianna Fail promises to compensate him with 
£1 11s. 3d. per annum; that is half the amount 
of his land annuity. 


CASE OF A BREEDER. 


‘ Allow me to give an instance of a more 
extensive farmer with whom I am, un- 
fortunately, too well acquainted, I will also 
refer to him by his initials, ‘T. H.’ He 
is the breeder, and sometimes the purchaser, 
of good cross-hred cattle. His normal sale 
in August and September of each year is in 
or about 50 store cattle, 24 and á 
years old, and their value, without tariffs, 
would be £12 each, or £600 altogether. 
‘The 40 per cent. tariff deducted from the 
total price of £600 means that ‘‘ T. H.” must 
pay £240 in tariffs to Great Britain as the 
result of the economic war so airily entered 
upon-by Fianna Fail. “T. H.'s” land 
annuity is £80, half of which, or £40, he is 
promised as a political seduction to compen- 
sate him for his loss of £240 paid in tariffs. 
The Government bounty does not come the 
way of the farmer. It goes to the British 
or Irish exporter, and its only effect is to 
increase the demand for cattle without any 
increase in price.  “Tf. H.” worked the 
plough, and for the past six years has tilled 
over sixty acres. This land, for the most 
part, consisted of furze, briars and bracken, 
the grubbing out of which proved a very 
costly undertakirg, and now when ‘' T. H.,”’ 
after all his work and outlay expected to re- 
cover some of his losses, he finds himself 
saddled with £240 tariffs, and big bills for 
labour, feéding stuffs, manures, etc. In 
another walk of life “T. H.” finds his in- 
come tax just doubled for the coming year. 

‘“Tf there were never any retention of the 
land annuities, with the consequential tariffs, 
the position cf the Ivish farmer would be 
difficult at the present time. The prices for 
agricultural produce m tis best and only 
market,—England—are not adequately re- 
munerative. It is advisable, however, to 
recognise that Great Britain is an industrial 
country, and its policy is naturally cheap 
food for its workers, their dependents, and 
the unemployed. The British farmer was, 
and is, hard hit for the same reasons, but 
the British Government came to his relief by 
relieving him of the payment of rates. So 
long, at any rate, as we remain in the Com- 
monwealth, England would feel, if properly 
approached, bound “to come to our relief in 
the case of the land annuities, especially, 
when the request for such relief would be 
based on the inadequate prices they pay the 
Irish farmer for his agricultural products in 
the interests of their workers and unem- 
ployed. On the other hand, if we declare 
for a form of Sovietism, including what the 
Most Reverend Dr. Fogarty described as the 
“highway robbery of John Bull,” we have 
no claim on England. The farmer’s position 
is bad, but the Irish townsman cannot come 
to his. relief, because as the result of the 
economic war he, too, is simply bled white.”

Japan in China. 

All the indications point towards another 
war in the Far East. Last week Japanese 
forces entered China proper and captured 
the town of Shanhaikwan, which lies at 
the extreme end of the Great Wall. They 
have made no effort to depreciate the 
gravity of this “incident,” which caused 
the. death of some three thousand Chinese 
civilians, but are satisfied to shift the 
onus upon the Chinese. It is impossible 
to tell precisely who struck the first blow ; 
each side swears with apparent conviction 
that it was completely innocent of any 
hostile act. or intention, and that all the 
guilt must be borne by the other. The 
fact remains that an “ incident ” occurred 
which, if it had happened in Europe, 
would have horrified the conscience of 
every people, and would have driven the 
nations into opposing camps without a 
day's hesitation. In the Far East nothing 
is settled. Japan and China have been 
protesting peace for séveral months; but 
every item of news from either country 
shows that in reality both. are straining 
at the leash.

It may be that the Japanese 


to the troublesome attentions of Chinese, 
or that the Japanese soldiers made a 
pastime of sniping across the Great Wall. 
These things are quite common incidents 
in China, where bandits are as numerous 
as pagodas, but clearly an abnormal 
tension exists when the consequences are 
so grave. 

If Japan s real intention were not to 
advance southwards upon. Tientsin and 
Peking, she would not be troubling her 
self to hold the shattered city of Shan- 
haikwan. Her occupation of it has 
aroused Chinese fear and anger; and it is 
apparent that the Chinese are preparing 
to recapture the city. Large numbers of 
troops are being hurried to the disturbed 
area. The Japanese, meanwhile, have. 
promised to abstain from any further acts 
of hostility except in the case of Chinese 
provocation—a condition which can mean 
anything or nothing. Europe must not be 
deceived. If people in the neighbourhood 
of the Great Wall put the slightest faith 
in Japan’s pledges of her good intentions, 
it would not have been necessary to send 


British warships, and to hold British 


troops in readiness, for the protection ol 
European interests. Recent reports, in 
fact, declare that the Japanese already 
have broken their pledge—that their 
troops have advanced some miles further 
than Shanhaikwan into Northern China; 
and, according to the Tokyo Correspondent 
of The Times, Japanese acroplanes are 
said to have bombed two Chinese brigades 
which had “shown signs of intending ic 
recover Shanhaikwan.’’ Any pretext, as 
it seems, will serve to excuse an offensive. 
The Chinese soldiers fought magnificently 
at Shanhaikwan, but they are no match 
for a well-equipped Japanese army. 
Japan can be certain that any offensive 
against the Chinese will succeed, and she 
does not care a penny for the opinion of 
the world. 

China has sent appeal after appeal 
to the League of Nations, and has re- 
ceived no satisfaction, either in connec- 
tion with Manchuria or with the 
bombardment of Shanghai. Can we 
wonder that the Japanese have chosen 
to disregard their mild unpopularity at 
Geneva? They have observed that the 
unexpressed sentiment of the nations is 
opposed to them ; they know perfectly well 
that they have broken the spirit, if not 
the letter, of certain solemn covenants ; 
but they have been led by Geneva’'s 
indolence to assume that the penalty of 
these ruptures will not be exacted from 
them. The Manchurian affair brought 
the League face to face with its first real 
test; but, after a year’s delay, the ques- 
tion is as far from settlement as ever. It 
is time that the League should do some- 
thing to justify its existence, or should 
acknowledge its impotence and disperse 
with whatever dignity it can muster. In 
the course of its history it has effected no 
reform which a small—and cheap—board 
of international experts could not have 
done as thoroughly and as expeditiously. 
If it does not propose to use its powers 
for the peaceful settlement of disputes 
between member States, then it does not 
deserve, or require, to live. The latest of 
its committees on the Manchurian issue— 
the Committee of Nineteen—will meet a 
week hence. If no result emerges from its 
sessions, the last veil will have been 


stripped from Geneva.

Dublin’s Water. 


Whatever else may be said for, or 
against, the City of Dublin, there is no 
doubt that it has one of the finest water 
supplies in the world, Nobody who has 
tried to shave himself in London will 
dispute this claim. The Vartry supply, 
however, is not inexhaustible; and, in a 
paper which he read last night before the 
Institution of Civil Engineers in Ireland, 
Mr. M. A. Moynihan, the Waterworks’ 
Enginner, outlined his plans for a supple- 
mentary supply. The expansion of Dublin 
has increased the need for potable water 
to an enormous extent, and the chances 
are that this need will become very much 
greater. More than eighty thousand persons 
who are housed at present in ome and 
two-roomed tenements will be provided 
with self-contained flats or two-storey 
dwellings befcre the end of ten years; and 


will imerease the demand for water by 


y 3.)

something like 1,600,000 gallons a day. 
There can be no further extension of 


the Vartry system north of Dublin, 
and other sources of supply must be 
investigated. Dublin has two catch- 
ment areas at present. One is the 
Vartry, with its 14,000 acres, and the 
other the Dodder, with 7,000 acres. Near 
the Vartry is Lough Dan, with 15,000 
acres, and two natural reservoirs—namely, 
Lough Tay and Lough Bray. The proper 
development of Lough Dan would cost 
about £573,000, and Mr. Moynihan con- 
tends that there is a better and a cheaper 
scheme. When the Free State Govern- 
ment began to consider hydro-electric 
plans Sir John Purser Griffith pro- 
posed the harnessing of the Liffey. 
According to his plans, a reservoir of 
7.7 square miles could be made in 
the Poulaphouca district, to impound 


51,250,000,000 gallons of water at a cost 


of about £300,000. Mr. Moynihan believes 
that the Shannon soon will be unable to 
supply the electrical needs of the Free 
State, and holds that the development of 
the Liffey, on the Griffith system, is not 
only feasible, but desirable. He contem- 
plates a combined electric power and water 
supply scheme, by means of which the 
Shannon current could be supplemented 
and Dublin could be provided with an 
additional 20,000,000 gallons of water 
every day. He has prepared plans for 
the construction of an aqueduct from 
| Poulaphouca to Belgard, near Clondalkin, 
where filters and service reservoirs would 
be built. Mr. Moynihan takes the view 
that, as the Government confiscated 
Dublin’s electricity undertaking, no 
charge should be made to the citizens for 
the development of this new water 
supply; but, in any case, the cost would 
be low.

Profit from Fruit. 


Last month we had occasion to compli- 
ment the Royal Horticultural Society of 
Ireland on its efforts to encourage the 
growing of fruit in the Free State. A 
similar effort is being made across the 
Channel, though the need of it is not so 
great. England, like Ireland, does not grow 
nearly so much fruit as she grew for- 
merly ; but within recent years the tide of 
popular demand has turned, and the 
English fruit-grower to-day has fairer 
prospects than he had five or six years 
ago. The new British canning industry is 
largely responsible for this improvement. 
Nevertheless, there, as in the Free State, 
the bulk of fruit consumed is from foreign 
sources; the ripe, beautiful fruits of 


sunnier lands make a strong appeal, and 
the domestic product still suffers by com- 
parison in the popular mind. For some 


Mr. Moynihan estimates that this change | 


time the Royal Horticultural Society—the 
British organisation—has been trying to 
improve the quality of fruit grown in 
England and to popularise it. The 
Society's researches have been conducted 
very cheaply, and they have been aided 
hitherto by a Government grant of some 
hundreds of pounds every year. Now, in 
accordance with the cry of economy, this 
grant has been withdrawn, and it appears 
to be inevitable that the work shall suffer. 
There will be general regret that any 
obstacles should be laid in the way of the 
fruit-growers at a time when the British 
industry hopes to regain some of its lost 
ground. The Irish Horticultural Society, 
so far as we are aware, receives no State 
assistance ; but its work is extremely valu- 
able and deserves more positive sympathy 
from the Government than it has received 
hitherto. Foolishly, the Free State hopes 
to introduce mechanical industries, while 
she permits her long-established and 
sound agricultural industries to go to 
ruin. The twenty-six counties import far 
too much fruit, and an industry which was 
once a source of wealth is almost extinct. 
A “campaign ’’ on behalf of Irish fruit 
would keep some hundreds of thousands of 
pounds in the country every year.

The Modern /Esop. 


Countless generations of children have 
learned a useful moral from the fable of 
the mouse and the lion. Adults may learn 
an important moral from the true story 
of the mouse and the elephant—it happened 
last Saturday at Southend. A mouse ran 
across a main street in the middle of the 
day. Some woman saw it and screamed. 
Two motorists, startled by the screams, 
nearly came into collision ; and a tramecar 
driver applied his brakes so suddenly that 
most of the passengers were thrown out 
of their seats. The mouse vanished down 
a drain, but the excitement persisted, and 
the whole traffic of a busy street was upset 
for some minutes. Later in the day an 
elephant was being Jed through the street 
to a local place of amusement. Its move- 
ment was placid and decorous, but a 
woman, crossing the road in front of it, 
fell screaming to the ground. She said 
that the elephant had knocked her down ; 
its attendant declared that she had 
collapsed through sheer fright. A crowd 
gathered, and there was a further stoppage 
of traffic. Thus the appearances of a very 
big and powerful creature and of a yery 
small and feeble creature had identically 
disturbing effects. The moral is that 
people ought not to lose their heads so 
easily, and always ought to keep a firm 
grip on the sense of proportion. To-day, 
for all our boasted education, the use of 
that sense seems to be atrophied in the 
mass of men. Encouraged by the popular 
Press, they are agog daily for new sensa- 
tions, to which they never seem to apply 
the touchstone of values. A scandal at 
Hollywood gets equal prominence with a 
War debt crisis, or even pushes it off the 
front page. Before it vanishes down the 
drain of next days oblivion, some 
ridiculous “' scare ” is able to stampede 
the whole traffic of thought. As a result, 
civilisation to-day is prone to foolish 
panic, and becomes decreasingly fit to cope 
with vital issues. It screams at elephant 
and mouse alike. |

MEETING WITH 
CHANCELLOR EXPECTED.

BERLIN, Monday.

GENEVA, Monday. 
REAT BRITAIN is prepared to co- 


operate in bringing about an inter- 


national gold standard, but it is for the 


countries still on the gold standard to take 
the initiative in setting on foot an active 
programme to this end. _ : 

This was one of the chief points of an 
important statement made by Sir Frederick 
Leith-Ross, Chief Fconomic Adviser to the 
Government, at a private “eeting of 
experts who are preparing the agenda for 
the World Economic and Monetary Con- 
ference this afternoon. 

Sir Frederick added that it was essential 
that exchange controls should be swept 
away. He envisaged the setting up of a 
Commission of Control to regulate this 
international gold standard and to prevent 
inflation. 

Great Britain was opposed to inflation, 
whether of currency or of prices. 


WAR DEBTS MUST GO. 


International trade must repose on a 
solid national basis. There was no indica- 
tion that we were over the present world 
depression. It was essential that there 
should be a substantial change in the 
present economic policy. 

There must be a definite lowering of the 
present excessive barriers, particularly on 
the part of creditor States. 

War debts and reparations must be 
cleared out of the way. The question of 
War debts was not yet settled, but if they 
could not be discussed they must be kept 
out of the way before the World Economic 
Conference could usefully meet. 

Great Britain was prepared to examine 
what reforms were needed in the actual 
mechanism of the gold standard. The 
Government must consider whether it was 
desirable to enact. legislation giving the 
central banks wider powers. 


URGENCY OF RETURN. 


Other speakers were Professor Williams, 
United States, and M. Rist, France. 

Both combated the British idea that it 
would be possible to control or artificially 
to raise commodity price levels. 

Professor Williams created a favourable 
impression by saying that he was in 
favour personally of a revision of War 
debts and reduction of trade barriers. He 
stressed, however, that he was speaking in 
a personal capacity and not representing 
his Government. 

He added that he felt that a return to the 
gold standard was a matter of urgent 
necessity. 

M. Rist urged the creation of a common 
fund for stabilising the monetary policy of 
those countries most affected by the crisis 
—in other: words, the realisation of the 
Stresa Conference. A settlement of private 
debts, he said, was indispensable.

EXCHANGE RESTRICTIONS.

At Govindgarh, where hundreds of 
eople were found collecting subscriptions 
in order to wage war against the Govern- 
ment, the troops resorted to intermittent 
fire into the air for several hours in an 
effort to keep the Meos in check; but in 
spite of this the Meos made a determined 
attack upon the Hindu idols and temples, 
desecrated the Hindu scriptures, and tied 
a Hindu mahatma (divine) upside down 
to a tree, where he remained until released 
by the troops. 

After looting a number of shops eight 
thousand rebels made a desperate attack 
upon the Government buildings and 
wounded three soldiers, but were finally 
repulsed as the result of well-controlled 
fire. 

Steps are being taken to protect the 
towns of Kisengarh, Titara and Ramgarh, 
and to restore confidence, while close touch 
is being maintained by the Maharaja with 
Lieutenant-Colonel Ogilvie, agent to the 
Governor-General in Rajputana, who is 
staying at the Royal Palace here, and 
with Major Stead, Military Adviser to 
the Rajputana State forces, who arrived

The decided 
agreement of the Commission on this head 
is, therefore, the more impressive. No one 
should undertake to differ from it without 
an open-minded examination of the cogent 
reasons given for their view. 

Other besides practical reasons also 
weigh with the Commission, adds 
The Times. The aim of the gambling 
laws—‘‘ which may require modification 
meet modern conditions’’—should be 
to prohibit or restrict such facilities for 
betting and gambling, and such facilities 
only as can be shown to have serious 
social consequences if not checked. 

The report, after this definition, calls 
attention to the “ enormous increase ” in 
betting facilities provided by greyhound- 
racing, and they are undeniable. It is not 
by more latitude here that the law requires 
to be modernised. Horse-racing, which has 
never been separable from Castine, has 
never depended, and does not now depend, 
on it.

Tote clubs offered a type of facilities for 
continuous gambling which had for many 
years been recognised by legislature as in 
creasing appreciably the socia] evils result- 
ing from gambling. 

Dealing with the contention that. if 
totalisator transactions were permitted on 
horse racecourses, there was no reason why 
they should not be allowed on greyhound 
tracks, the Commission stated that there 
were fundamental! differences which could 
not be disregarded. 

The Commission consider it undesirable 
in the public interests that a statutory 
body should be set up to control and 
operate totalisators on greyhound tracks. 
They are also of opinion that the opera- 
tion of totalisators on horse or pony tracks 
in urban areas by night should not be 
allowed. 


‘* MONSTROUS.” 


Mr. H. Garland Wells, Chairman of the 
Greyhound Racing Totalisator Control 
Board, stated last night :— 

‘‘It is a monstrous disregard both of 
the facts and of public opinion that grey- 
hound racing should be denied equality of 
treatment with horse racing in the matter 
of betting.’’ 

Mr. George Lansbury, M.P., said :—‘* I 
believe that the whole question of betting, 
whether by totalisators or other means.

§ be Air Ministry: was still without 
news early this morning of yo 
Leader Bert Hinkler, who left Feltham, 
Middlesex, on Saturday on an shampla 
the England te Australia air ' record. 

Nothing has been heard of him since he 
left England. Hinkler, one of the world’s 
most brilliant airmen, is Australian-born, 
and is forty years of age. He holds more 
world “ records’ than any of the great 
air pilots. Among them are:—The first 
West-East flight of the South Atlantic, 
the first light aeroplane flight of either 
the North ór South Atlantic, the first solo 
flight of the. South. Atlantic, the second 
solo flight of either of the Atlantics, and 
the first light aeroplane solo flight from 
England to Australia. 

It was in February, 1928, that Hinkler 
made the first high-speed flight from 
England to Australia in a light aeroplane. 
He accomplished the journey in fifteen 
and a-half days. The flight cost him only 
£50—2id. a mile—which he provided out 
of his own pocket. His ‘plane, a little 
‘‘ runabout,’’ had been used for cighteen 
months before touring England and 
Northern Europe. 


HONOURED BY THE KING, 


In making the flight he also accom- 
plished the first non-stop flight from 
London to Rome and set up a new 
“record ” for the fastest journey between 
Britain and India. 

After his flight of the Atlantic the King 
awarded Hinkler the Air Force Cross, and 
in 1929 he received the highest honour in 
aviation, when he was given the gold 
medal of the International Aeronautical] 
Federation.

ISLAND HOUNDS. 
—— 


At the Fir Tree on Wednesday last there 
was u good meet after a spell of bad weather. 
The first draw, Kilbora Wood, held a leash 
of foxes, but scent was so poor in covert 
that it was a long time before hounds opened. 
Eventually a fox was tallied away, and 
hounds being laid on they hunted him with 
a very catchy scent through Raheenagre, then 
right-handed past Camolin Park, through 
Baylands and on over the Ferns-Camolin road, 
over the railway line and over the River 
Bann into Ballinakill. The River Bann in 
its flooded state is no small obstacle, having 
divided itself in twain, and not more than 
a dozen followers negotiated it successfully, 
while the remainder of the field went round 
to the nearest bridge at Camolin. The cross- 
ing of the river was quite an adventure, 
during which the majority of the riders 
were thoroughly drenched, but one or two 
of the more agile managed to get across 
the last and deepest part of the river on 
overhanging branches of trees, their mounts 
being ‘“‘shooed’’ after them by local 
enthusiasts. Among those who got success- | 
fully across were two very hard-riding ladies, 
one of whom turned a double somersault 
over a fence into a bog immediately after- 
wards, presumably to warm herself up, 
continuing unperturbed. A fine piece of 
scout work was accomplished by Tom 
Fitzsimons, the first whip, during a check 
at Baylands, where hounds were at fault 
owing to a large herd of cattle having 
foiled all their surrounding ground. Getting 
forward and on to the road he discovered 
the fresh pad mark of a fox on a likely 
looking trail up the bank on the far side 
of the road, and this put things right. 
Ballinakill held at least two other foxes, one of 
which was tallied away at once, but hounds 
stuck to their fox, who refused to leave 
the covert. He persisted in his refusal, and 
hounds were eventually laid on to another 
fox who went away and ran, first to the 
brow and then back to the covert, then 
away again through Milltown and left- 
handed through Ballyhaddock to Clologue, 
then left-handed again to Ballinakill to 
ground.

They 
were glad to learn of some local factories 
returning to full-time employment, such as 
had not been known for the past ten years, 
He believed that there was a noticeable re- 
vival in trade generally. It was reflected 
in the stock and share list, especially in tex- 
tiles and industrials, which showed a rise of 
some. 20 per cent. since the corresponding 
period last year, All that improving ten- 
dency, he believed, was to a great extent to 
be attributed to the imposition of tariffs 
and the Ottawa Conference. 

He had no doubt that in the year upon 
which they had just entered that tide of 
returning prosperity would have reached far- 
mers and manufacturers alike, and that they 
would realise that the worst was behind 
them. He believed further that as a gene- 
ral feeling of optimism arose there would 
come to an end the unreasonable curtailment 
of wise spending by the public generally, as 
unnecessary restriction in purchasing was de- 
trimental to trade and industry, 

He thought that would be an appropriate 
time for him to make a special appeal to 
all employers of labour to consider seriously 
the position of the youth of their present 
generation, and to take to heart the problem 
of what was to be done to absorb them 
into occupations and = give them their 
chance, for on the youth of to-day depended 
the future of their great Empire. He knew 
that quite a number of their members were 
on the King’s Roll of Honour for employing 
men who served in the War, and he would 
like to see a kindred scheme set on foot 
for the enrolment of youth. He’ had lived 
long enough to realise that the men who 
went furthest in life were those who shoul- 
dered responsibility early in youth. The 
position of many keen young people, who 
to-day were confronted with p doors on 
all sides, called for solicitude and sym- 
pathy. 


OMAGH DISTURBANCES 
—— 
SERIES OF FINES 
PETTY SESSIONS. 

At Omagh Petty Sessions yesterday—Mr. 
Thomas Johnston presiding—there was a 
sequel to disturbances in Omagh on Christmas 
evening when Major Gorman charged Francis 
Cuthbertson, Castle lane, Omagh, for assault 
on Constable Bonar. The latter also charged 
Cuthbertson with being drunk and disorderly. 

Wm. Cuthbertson, Castle lane; John Paul, 
Brook street; and John Flanagan, Lammy, 
were also prosecuted in connection with the 
disturbances. 

Constable Bonar said when on his way to 
the barracks on Christmas Eve he saw men 
fighting in Castle street. They refused to 
disperse, and he had to draw his baton and 
arrest Francis Cuthbertson, who assaulted 
him. He also saw a man being badly treated 
and kicked on the face by the crowd, and 
he had to release Cuthbertson and go to the 
man’s rescue. 

Francis Cuthbertson, who did not appear, 
was fined 2ls. and costs for striking the 
constable and 10s, for being drunk and dis- 
orderly. 

The constable said Wm. Cuthbertson: took 
on a fighting attitude and refused to go home 
and used offensive language. i 

Defendant said he was at home having 
supper and his mother asked him to go and 
bring his brother Francis home, He took 
no part in the quarrel. 

Ho was fined 10s. and costs. 

The constable said John Paul kicked Wm. 
Cuthbertson while on the ground, and the only 
way he could get him to desist was by using 
his baton. 

Paul was fined 21s. 

In regard to John Flanagan, the constable 
said he struck Francis Cuthbertson while 
under arrest, but witness believed his object 
was to assist in effecting the arrest. 

A fine of 2s. 6d. was imposed. 


The drowning of Civic Guard Eugene 
McCarthy at Cork last night while assisting 
in the rescue from the river of Joseph 
O'Connor, 3 Tower street, had a sequel at 
Cork District Court to-day, when O'Connor 
was remanded in custody, charged with 
attempting to commit suicide by jumping 
int» the river. 

Evidence was given that in a statement to 
the police the accused man said: '' For about 
eight months I am idle, and a brother of 
mine is out sick for the past two months. 
It was he who was keeping the house. My 
brother is suffering from nerves, and I was 
the only one who went around with him, I 
used not to have much sleep at night, and I 
got depressed over it. 

‘“ Yesterday morning about nine o'clock my 
brother got a fit of crying, and Í stayed 
inside with him. until p.m. Í went out 
myself then to forget about him I came 
back to my brother-in-law’s house, and I 
went wa'king around with him. I could not 
get out of being depressed, as I was feeling 
bad all the time. 

“When we came to George's quay my 
head ‘went blank’ and I don’t know what 
happened. That is all I have to say.” 

The removal of the remains of the dead 
Guard for imterment at Durrus, Bantry, his 
native place, was made the occasion of a 
striking demonstration of sympathy, and a 
large force of Civic Guards was included in 
the cortege. 

At the inquest,"at which a verdict of 
‘“‘accidental death’’ was returned, tributes 
were ~~ to his courage, and the Coroner 
(Mr. W, Murphy), who said that it was one 
of the saddest cases on which he ever held 
an imquest, remarked that he was sure 
that the public would appreciate Guard 
McCarthy 's action, which, mdeed, was only 
consistent with the actions of the Civic 
Guards, who never ‘spared themselves when 
the occasion arose.
